She then 
instructed her present solicitors to obtain her 
papers and moneys from the respondent. 

The respondent, who made an affidavit and 
gave évidence before the Committee, admitted 
having received from the complainant the 
sums mentioned, amounting to £70, and he 
debited her with £5 and £42 9s. 6d. costs in 
the bill of costs which he furnished.

HATCHING THE PLOT. 

John Cronin, one of the men who had

arrangement for the raiding of the bank in 
Killarney, and as a result they commandeered 
a motor car from a garage in the town. The 
arrangement was that after the raid they 
were to drive towards the ‘Black Valley,’’ 
where the Tagneys lived. 

For various reasons the plan did not come 
off on the date originally fixed, and. there 
were several meetings respecting it in the 
summer of 1926. . A few days’ before the raid 
actually took place they arranged to get a 
car from Cooper’s Garage, and it was sup- 
plied. Rifles and revolvers were provided. 

The car arrived at an appointed place in 
the charge of a chauffeur, Michael Cronin, 
and John Sullivan joined the witness. They 
had two rifles and a revolver with them, 
and the three wore black masks. After the 
raid they drove away, according to plan, left 
the car at a specified place, and took a 
course across the mountains to the residence 
of Tagney.

ACQUITTAL ON MAN. 

SLAUGHTER CHARGE. 
An ex-soldier named Joseph Cardiff was 
indicted for the manslaughter of Michael 
Macnamara, the allegation being that, in the 
course of a public-house quarrel in North King 
street, Dublin, on the llth May last, the 
prisoner kicked the deceased man with such 
violence that death resulted soon afterwards. 
Mr. Dudley White, K.C., and Mr. Bewley, 
K.C. (instructed by the State Solicitor), 
prosecuted. Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by 
Mr. J. Vincent Brady) appeared for the 
accused man. 
According to the case for the prosecution, 
the wife of the deceased man and the prisoner 
had: been together in the public-house. The 
woman went away and returned with Mac- 
namara. <A quarrel resulted, and during the 
course of it the deceased man was knocked 
down and kicked, and had to be brought to 
hospital in an ambulance. 
Mr. Fallon applied to have put in as 
evidence a deposition made by Mr. W. J. 
Lysaght, licensed publican, North King 
street. It was} stated that Lysaght had re- 
ceived an injury and was unable to attend in 
court. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan declined to admit the 
deposition, but took a note of the application. 
Guard Scallan gave evidence that when 
charged the prisoner said, “I was going to 
surrender myself.”’ 
Inspector Ryan, Civic Guard, said that he 
had examined the body in. the Richmond 
Hospital and found no external marks of 
violence on it. 
The lady pathologist of the hospital gave 
evidence as to the cause of death, which, she 
said, might. or might not, have been brought 
about by violence. 
The prisoner, giving’ evidence on his own 
behalf, said that in the public-house partition 
there was some pushing, during which they all 
fell to the ground. He emphatically denied 
having kicked Macnamara, whom he described 
as a nice sort of fellow, against whom he had 
no ill-feeling. 
The jury returned a verdict of “ Not 
guilty,” and the prisoner was discharged.

THE: CURRENCY BILL. 


* 


MR. BLYTHE’S STATEMENT. 

Mf. Blythe, Minister for Finance, moved 
the second reading of the Currency Bill, 1927. 
He reminded the House that the Currency Bull 
had been introduced into the late Dail, where 
it passed through its first two stages, and 
alsa through the Committee and Report stages, 
A considerable number of technical amend- 
ments was passed. The bill, as vriginally in- 
troduced, was based on the first interim re- 
port of the Banking Commission, but as it 
was necessary in the course of the discussion 
on the bill to elaborate matters which had 
only been dealt with in a broad and general 
way in the report of the Commission, it was 


found that certain details in the bil! could 


be met by amendment.. So far as possible 
the Government had met any objections that 
. were raised, and had sought any advice that 
could be obtained, and he thought that in 
the stage to which the bill had reached in 
the late Dail it was fairly water-tight. 
The Minister went on to deal with the set- 
ting up of the Banking Commission. He said 
that it was proposed by the. report of the 
3anking- Commission and by this bill that a 
legal terider note’. issue should he instituted 
in the Free State. That legal tender note 
issue would be issued and controlled and re- 
gulated by the Currency Commission It 
would be backed pound for pound (£ for £) 
with British sterling, so that no exchange 
variations could occur as between the currency 
here and the currency of Great Britain. - The 
British. money which was presented to the 
Currency Commission for Jegal tender would 
be invested in interest-bearing securities, and 
the dividends from those securities would go 
to the general fund of the Commission. The 
surplus from that fund, after paying for the 
expenses of the Commission and providing for 
certain reserves, would go to the Exchequer, 
and it was anticipated that something like 
£250,000 a vear would go to the Exchequer as 
a result. The legal tender notes would take 
the place of the British currency notes af 
present in circulation, and would also take 
the place of the secured bank notes. At pre 
sent the Free State Exchequer- obtained no 
profit from that circulation; the profit went 
to the British Exchequer. 


THE BANKS AND NOTE ISSUE. 
The tendency at the present time was to. 
take from the ordinary banks the right of 
note issue, and to confine that right to a 
central bank, If the Banking Commission 
here had been going the whole hog in the 
matter of standing for the modern trend 
they would have ri recommended the 
taking of the right of note-issue from the 
banks,.and would have recommended the set 
_ ting up of a Central Bank, confining the right 
of note-issue to that bank. They had not 
taken that course, but had taken a course 
that. was something in the nature of a com 
promise, and would give to the Free State 
a system like that which existed in the United 
States. 
If was proposed that a new consolidated 
note-issue should be made; that that note 
issue should be allocated to the various banks, 


that it should be re-allocated frem 
time to time; that it should bé super- 
vised arid regulated by the ur- 
rency Commission, which would be 


an. independent Commission, on ‘which not 
only the banks, but also the general public 
would be represented. The Commission 
would consist of six ordinary members and 
a chairman. Three of the ordinary members 
would be elected by the joint stock banks, 
three of the other members would be 
appointed by the Minister for Finance, and 
the chairman would be elected by the 
ordinary members, or, in default of such elec- 
tion, he might be appointed by the Minister 
for Finance. The ordinary members of the 
Commission would hold office for three years 
and the cheirman for five years. af 

By the constitution of such a Commission, 
they had got the best balance possible. It 
would be independent, in the exercise of its 
functions, and would be sufficiently conserva- 
tive to conduct its business on sound lines 
which would be responsive to the credit re- 
quirements of the country.

Spéaking to the resolution, Mr. Johnson 
said that when the rate of remuneration was 
fixed the deputies weré without experience of 
the duties that a Deputy Speaker shonld 
perform, and consequently they had to rely 
on what were assumed to Be the duties of 
that officer. It would be generally recog- 
nised by the members of the last Dail that 
there had been over-estimation of the import- 
ance of the office of Deputy Speaker and 
over-estimation of the salaries attaching to 
the office. There was now an opportunity to 
reconsider the matter with regard to the 
dutiés of the office and also the salary 
attached to the office. They were a new 
Dail, and therefore no personal relations 
entered into the matter. Considering the 
matter in view of their past experience, his 
opinion was that the duties of the office did 
not warrant the payment of a salary of 
£1,000 a year, arid that that was a matter 
that should be reconsidered. The question 
would then arise: What would be the legiti- 
mate remuneration for the office, if the offico 
Were necessary. He believed that the office 
was necessary, but he felt that the holder of 
the office shold not be in receipt of that 
salary in addition to his allowance as deputy. 

Captain Redmond said that if he were in 
order he would move an amendment to 
Deputy Johnson's amendment, the terms of 
which would be that an investigation should 
be made into the whole question of salaries 
and allowances of all officials of the Dail, and 
also of the allowances of members, He sub- 
mitted that since the committee had dealt 
with these matters in 1923 the general condi- 
tion of the country had changed, and it 
would be well to re-investigate the whole 
matter. The proposal of Deputy Johnson, 
with which he agreed in principle, was, he 
thought, too narrow. The committee should 
be asked’ to report on the salaries and pay 
ments suitable to the various offices held by 
Ministers, the Speaker, the Deputy Speaker, 
and all officials of Dail Eireann. 

He was aware that the Ministers earned 
their present salaries, and, personally, he 
would not be in favour of a reduction, but 

the country was going through a severe 
economic crisis, and there was a tremendous 
shortage of money. 

The Speaker pointed out that the main 
question was the election of a Deputy Speaker, 
and Deputy Redmond’s motion being outside

LOUGH SWILLY RAIL- 
WAYS. 
THE £6,500 SUBSIDY. 


The Minister for Indust y and Commerce 
moved a grant of £6,500 for the Londonderry 
and Lough Swilly Railways. He said that 
this payment recurred annually, and the 
dilemma that they were in was that, if this 
sum was not paid to the railways, they would 
close down. They were of cpinion thgt the 
payment was worth making for the purpose 
of keeping the transport system in Donegal. 
Mr. White said that the mileage controlled 
by these railways was bout 100 miles, 96 nf 
which were in the County of Donegal, in the 
Free State. ‘Bus and lorry competition, and 
the aftermath of the coal strike, had depleted 
the railways’ resources. The ‘bus and lorry 
drivers were not subjected to an eight-hour 
day, or to a standard wage, and a great deal 
of boy labour was employed. is unfair 
competition seriously <ffected the railways. 
Unless there was a revision of the working 
expenses the line would inevitably close down, 
and he suggested that a conference should 
be held between the workers and the manage- 
ment with a view to putting the railway in 
a position to reduce overhead expenses. The 
ratepayers would not be content to continue 
to pay £5,000 or £6,000 a year to subsidise 
the railway, and the only choice was to close 
down or to reduce overhead expenses. Closing 
would be a disaster to the area which the 
line served, 
Mr. McMenamin said that if the railways 
did not agree to some sort of amalgamation 
the subsidy should cease. 
Mr. Law, in paper One the subsidy, said 
that the line was of very considerable service 
to the area which it traversed, and he hoped 
it would be of greater service when, as 
they all hoped, and had reason to expect, the 
fishing industry off the coast of Donegal was 
revived. If it was not possible to 
bring it into the genéral scheme of 
railway amalgamation, he would object to 
the subsidy being stopped. The British 
Government were impressed by the fact that 
it was public policy to keep this line going, 
and he hoped that that, too, would be the 
opinion of the Dail. The herring had almost 
disappeared from the 'coasts of Donegal for 
some years, but now they seemed to be 
returning. .

Local 
people were depending for much of their 
business upon the people who came into the 
Free State, and he asked the Minister to 
consider the question from the point of view 
of the farmers. and dealers who owned cars. 
MR. BLYTHE’S ANSWER. 
Mr. Blythe, in reply, said that the increase 
in the secretariat was due, in part, to the 
operation df the betting tax, and partly to a 
temporary increase in connection with the 
double taxation agreement. An examination 
for preventive men had been held, and 69 
had been established, and he would give 
the case of the Customs watchers careful con- 
sideration. If cases where imported printed 
matter which should have been detained under 
the Merchandise Marks Act were brought be- 
fore.him he would take steps to deal with 
them. In the same way he would deal with 
cases brought before him where executors or 
administrators felt that they had not been 
fairiy treated by the Estate Duty Office. 
It would) not be possible to return to the 
old system of admitting commercial cars from 
across the border free of duty. The old 
regulation was unfair to those who paid duty 
on their cars on this side of the border. If 
any hardship existed he would be willing to 
consider the possibility of obviating it, but he 
could hold out no hope of a return to the 
old arrangement. It might possible, he 
added, that on specific days farmers’ cars 
should be allowed across, and he would te 
willing to receive representations on this 
point.

From Our Betrasr CoRRESPONDENT. 


Belfast, like Dublin, has got its street 
traders’ problem. For some months fruit- 
sellers have not been permitted te keep 
stands on the streets, but so long as they 
kept moving with their handcarts the police 
have not intetfered with them. Now it is the 
turn of the fléwer-sellers who have “ stands’ 
in Donegall place.

CORK LABOURER CHARGED. 


A Cork inquest on a youth named Michael 
Abbott, who was shot dead on the Model 
Farm road, Cork, on Thursday night, was 
adjourned yesterday until the conclusion of 
criminal proceedings against Thomas Tierney. 
The medical evidence was that death, which 
was instantaneous, was due to hemorrhage 
from a wound in the heart. 
At the Cork District Sessions yesterday 
Thomas Tierney, a labourer, employed by 
Jeremiah Buckley, Model Farm road, was 
charged with having wilfully murdered 
Michael Abbott by mere him with a gun. 
Superintendent Mansfield, who prosecuted, 
said that the accused man came to Victoria 
Cross station at 9 o’clock on Thursday night 
in a very excited state. He said to the 
sergeant: “‘I was up at the orchard with a 
gun and shot young Micky Abbott ac- 
cidentally.”’

WITNESSES THREATENED. 


Hundreds of people filled Dundalk Court- 
house, when five youths—Jobn Daly, Patrick 
Lennon, Arthur Mackin, Hugh Kennedy and 
John Duffy, all of Dundalk—were brought up 
on remand, charged with having on Sunday 
last conspired with others to assault Joseph 


Parks, a local builder, and with having de- 
tatned and imprisoned him and caused him 
serious bodily injury’ by painting his body 
with hot tar.

had derived any particular satisfaction from 
the sufferings which Mr. Parks had to 
undergo, callous and cruel as their minds 
might be. The real satisfaction would be 
derived if they succeeded in their object, of 
preventing people from coming forward with 
information. Bo, if the people of Dundalk, 
and of every other district, wanted to show 
their horror and reprobation of such things 
as this, they would Las to rise as one, and, 
when crime was committed, give any infor- 
mation within their power leading to the 
detection of the criminal; and go further, if 
necessary, and prosecute the criminal. Intimi- 
dation must not be allowed to interfere with 
the course of justice. He hoped that this 
thing would fail in its object, and, if it did, 
it would be a punishment in itself to the in- 
famous authors. The fact that there had been 
threats used in this case showed that that 
was the object. But if there was any manli- 
ness in the people of Louth the infamous 
authors of this plot would be cruelly dis- 
appointed. It had brought on Dundalk a 
great and undeserved. stain, and it was 
terrible to think that the days of savagery 
had been brought back to the twentieth 


century. 
“HORRIBLE OUTRAGE.” 

Mr. John B. MHamill, State Solicitor, 
associated himself with the condemnation of 
the Justice, and eaid that everybody in Dun- 
dalk, irrespective of his creed or politics, de- 
plored the horrible outrage. It had been 
done with the one ebject of keeping people 


from coming to court and bringing to justice 
the people who committed crime. He hoped 
that the people would give every. assistance 
ip tracing the criminals, and said that he was 
sure that the Civic Guard would give all the 
necessary protection to anybody who would 
come forward.

Under present conditions, when the Land 
Commission acquires an estate on which '' con- 
ests’’ or landless men are settled, it, in 
act, makes a long term loan, interest and 
principal being repayable by annuities over a 
term of years. But neither the fortunate ap- 
plicant for land nor his neighbours realise that 
a loan has been contracted. repayment of 
which consritutes a moral obligation. This 
partly accounts for that regrettable attitude 
te the unpleasant necessity of paying an- 
nuities, ied that equally regrettable attitude 
to the selling up of a defaulting landholder 
by which his neighbours all unconsciously 
undermine the basis of long term agricultural 


Another aspect of the matter is, perhaps, 
equally important. There is admittedly not 
land enough to go round, and many deserving 
claimants must perforce be refused. On what 
principles are the successful claimants chosen? 
It is no part of my present purpose to indict 
the policy of the Land Commission, of which 
I cannot over here obtain first-hand know- 
ledge in any case. It is the system itself 
which is open to grave objection on the follow- 
ing grounds :—(l) Economic need, instead of 
economic competence, is likely to be given 
undue consideration in its operation. (2) 
Success in obtaining land depends not on a 
man’s own effort and self-sacrifice, backed by 
the good-will and financial guarantee of his

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IRISH FOLKLORE. 


DR. CH RISTLANSEN IN 
DUBLIN. 


— 


In the course of his second lecture on Folk. 
ore. delivereá yesterday at University Coi- 

e, Dublin, . Chrietiansen, Keeper of 
Folklore Institute, University of Oslo, Nor- 
way, said that amongst men in different 
European countries studying this subject there 
was quite a peculiar interest, coupled with 
a most distressing want. of materiale when 
they approached Irish folklore. Books on 
folkloré were numerous in our days, but in 
the register for folklore Ireland was very 
poorly represented. England lost her popular 
tradition before it had been recorded; only 
a few easily-counted stories remained of the 
enuine English folklore. In virtue of 


Siatorice! development and geographical posi- 


tion the {clklore of Ireland and Gaelic Scot- 
land was of very special interest. 

'o get some definite idea as to the factors 
determining the character of the folklore 
of a certain country one had to distinguish 
between oral. literature—songs, stories, or 
oetry and prose—and the practical part of 
olklore, the customs and superstitions. On 
both sides the community of ideas was 
perhaps the most striking thing, although 
there were variations enough to justify divi-

DETERMINING CAUSES.

Accordingly a change in these was of far 
deeper importance than in stories and songs.

IMPORTANCE OF IRISH FOLKLORE. 
Referring to the importance of the folklore 


of Ireland and Scotland, Dr. Christiaasen 
spoke of the valuable contributions to inter. 
national research in this respect by Dr. 
Douglas Hyde, whose songs and stories were 
well known to all interested in the subject. 
Irish folklore, as regards ballads, could no 
in its origin, be called folklore. Those ballads 
were written by learned men for the people, 
and were accepted by them and entered into 
popular tradition. Looked at in this light, 
the importance of the Irish tradition became 
apparent in showing the process of develop 
ment illustrated for a j;eriod of over a 
thousand years. The unique value of the 
Irish tradition to folklore was the fact that 
Irish literature had never ignored popular 
tradition. 


Practical folklore in a country like Ireland, 


with an inner history unbroken from a very 
early time, would have kept many old ideas 
in folk belief. The old conditions seemed to 
have liwed in the countryside! longer than in 
most other places, and although such things 
as survivals of paganism of necessity. were 
extremely rare things to find, there was still 
ample scope for tracing the ancestry of old 
ideas.

PROBLEMS. ~ 


THE POSITION OF SMALL 
INSTITUTIONS. 
MERCANTILE MARINE 
EXAMINATIONS, 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Friday. 
The conference of the Association of Tech- 
nical Institutions was resumed in Belfast to- 

day, under the presidency of Lord Riddell. 
On the motion of Professor Scoles, 
seconded by Mr. J. GC. Hague, M.Sc,, Liver- 
pool, the following resolution was passed :— 
“The Association has noted that the 


cantile marine as now conducted by the 
Board of Trade does not have regard to 
technical school examination successes and 


to sea. 

“It is accordingly recommended that 
where candidates ive obtained national 
certificates or diplomas of the Institution 
of Mechanical Engineers or recognised equiv- 
alents, these successes should be recognised 
by the Board of Trade as exempting these 
candidates from such theoretical portions of 
the Board of Trade examinations as are 
covered by the foregoing certificates or diplo- 
mas, or their equivalents. 

‘* It is further suggested that the Council 
take steps to secure the co-operation of other 
interested bodies, and to, bring forward the 
foregoing to the notice of the Board of Trade 
and the Board of Edneation.”’ 
TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN ENGLAND. 

Re-opening a discussion on the paper read 
at the annual meeting by Principal J. F. 8. 
Ross, M.C.. B.8.C,, etc. Stockport, on 
_“*Some Problems. of the Smaller Institu- 
tions, Mr. Cecil Webb, Lisburn, said that 
the fact that additional discussion had been 
invited on the subject seemed to indicate 
that the problems so Jucidly stated by Prin- 
cipal Ross were not unconnected with the 
rather unsatisfactory condition of technical 
education, so far as the smaller towns in 
England were concerned. Any man who 
knew England—who knew the workshops of 
England and who knew the outlook of the 
young men of England as he did—was bound 
to be anxious to see England endowed with 
a scheme of technical education more ade- 
quate to her needs. The human material 
was there, and just as good as ever it had 
been, but England sorely needed the forma- 
tive force of a system of national education 
in phich technical instruction, in a very 
broad and comprehensive form, must play an 
essential] and large part. 

He noted that the English Minister of 


Education was prepared to consider raising. 


the school-leaving age. He could only pray 
that that association would make a serious 
effort to secure that the preéipus time of the 
young people would not be frittered away 
along pains that led to no definite goal; but 
that the desire to do good practical work 
and the ability to wisely use the fruits of 
such work should arise from any such ex- 
tension of the school life of the mass of the 
people. . It was well to remember that Eng- 
land's greatest industries had been dislocated 
for so long ‘that the old supply of really 
skilled men was greatly reduced; and that 
the apprenticeship system had so seriously 
decayed that it no longer served to recruit 
the depleted ranks of such skilled men.

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During the Conference of the Association of 
Technical Institutions, which has just con- 
cluded at Belfast, complimentary references 
were made to the system of trade scholarships 
for apprentices in operation in Northern Ire- 
‘land. Further particulars of these scholar- 
ships were given by Mr, H. Garrett, B.Sc., 
Ph.D., Chief Inspector of the Ministry of 
Education, in a paper on “ Technical Educa- 
tion in Northern Ireland.” He said it would 
be realised that there was a wide distribution 
of apprentices throughout the province, and 
that at any particular centre there might not 
be sufficient apprentices of the same kind to 
make it possible for the local school to do all 
that it should do for them without incurring 
too great expense. Even where facilities were 
available, the time which apprentices could 

ive to attendance at classes was altogether 
inadequate for obtaining the necessary in- 
struction, and without systematic instruction 
not only in the principles of the trade or in- 
dustry in which they were engaged, but also 
in the practice of it they were likely to finish 
their apprenticeship very ill-prepared for their 
work, To meet this difficulty the Ministry 
awarded eighty trade scholarships annually. 
| There was usually keen competition for the 
scholarships, which provided free tuition at 
Belfast and a maintenance allowance of 30s. 
per week for the session or the weekly wage 
if the apprentice resided within five miles of 
Belfast. Scholars must have served at least 
two years of their apprenticeship, they must 
undertake to resume their work with their 
employer at the end of the session, and must 
obtain an undertaking from their employer 
that he would’ take them br k again at the 
end. The time spent at the course, which is 
usually thirty hours per week, from Septem- 
ber to May, was reckoned as part of the 
apprenticeship. As a rule about half the time 
was spent at practical work, and the other 
half at theory, drawing, calculations, and

Canada’s Diamond Jubilee as a united 
Dominion has an inspiring message for 
the Irish Free State, whose Constitution 
is modelled upon the Canadian Constitu- 
tion. Thousands of children, conning 


celebrate the Free States Diamond 
Jubilee. On that day will they be citizens 
of a country at least as homogeneous as 
Canada is now—a Dominion with a single 
Parliament, or with State legislatures 
subordinate’ to a federal Parliament? 
Surely the advocates of Irish unity may 
draw substantial hope from the story of 
Canadian progress. The racial, political, 
economic and social barriers which bristle 
throughout Ireland to-day bristled in 
Canada sixty years ago. She has levelled 
them to the ground; and our Irish 
barriers can be made to share their 
fate under the solvents of wisdom and 
good-will Canada’s record is at once 
a@ corrective of Irish pessimism, an 
instruction and, negatively, a warning. 
It corrects pessimism because it reminds 
us that we must not be impatient. We 
are fretting to-day over difficulties that 
have survived five years of self-government. 
So the’ penultimate* generation of 
Canadians fretted, not foreseeing that in 
the space of twelve times five years those 
difficulties would vanish. Canada’s record 
is an: instruction because it tells us how 
she built federal institutions and economic 
wealth. Negatively, it is a warning, 
because we may learn from it that she 
avoided the one fatal blunder of nation- 
builders. She created at the outset no 
breach between sections of her people 
that was bound to become deeper and 
wider with the process of time. Half- 
converted apologists of the Free State 
Government 's policy of compulsory Irish 
seem to us to ignore that policy’s most 
lamentable aspect. We condemn it, and 
shall continue to condemn it, not only 
because it is tyrannous and uneconomic, 
but because it is erecting a permanent 
barrier between North and South. Not 
thus, though they had their own language 
problem, did the men of 1867 foredoom 
the prospects of Canadian unity. 


The Naval Conference. 


The latest reports from Geneva suggest 
that, while complete agreement has not 
been reached by the three Powers that are 
discussing the problems of naval limita- 


tion, useful progress is being made. Two 
major issues are under review. The 
United States representatives seek to 


apply the Washington ratio of 5:5:3 to 
the cruiser, as well as to the battleship, 
strengths of Britain, the United States, 
and Japan; and the British Admiralty 
is anxious to secure some limit to the size, 
number, and armament of submarines. 
The cruiser problem is highly complicated. 
During the Washington Conference the 
Americans tried to persuade Britain and 
Japan to agree to a fixed fatio of 
cruisers; but the two island Powers con- 
tended that their needs were in no way 
comparable with those of the United States. 
The Americans admit that a fleet of from 
twenty-five to thirty cruisers, aggregating 
from 250,000 to 300,000 tons, is quite large 
enough for their requirements, whereas 
Britain claims that her imperial commit- 
ments demand a fleet of at least sixty 
cruisers with an aggregate tonnage of 
600,000. Japan is prepared to accept the 
British view; but the United States, in- 
sisting on the ‘‘one-Power’’ theory, 
declares that, if Britain must have sixty 
cruisers, she must have the same number. 
If the American experts persist in this 
contention, the net result of the Conference, 
so far as cruisers are concerned, will be a 
large addition to the United States Navy, 
which will not be résented by Britain, but 
hardly will be in keeping with President 
Coolidge’s views on disarmament. Britain 
needs a large fleet of cruisers, not neces- 
sarily for purposes of war, but in order 
to safeguard her overseas commerce and 
the trade of her Dominiohs in time of 
‘peace. It would be most unreasonable to 
expect her to conform with the completely 
arbitrary figures suggested by the United 
States, which are based entirely on 
American needs. If, however, the United 
States must have as many cruisers as Great 
Britain, nobody can say her nay. In regard 
to submarines Britain has scored an im- 
portant point. The Conference has 
accepted her proposal that no submarine 
shall carry heavier armament than five- 
inch guns. Of course, this achievement is 
lessened by the fact-that neither France 
nor Italy 1s bound by any decisions that 
the Conference may take. Nevertheless, 
the moral effect of the agreement between 
the three chief naval Powers will be con- 
siderable. We are very glad that, for the 
first time, a representative of the Irish 
Free State has been. called into council by 
the Admiralty; for many people in this 
country have a completely erroneous idea 


at first hand. The Empire’s existence 
depends on the freedom of the 
seas, and, unless its cruiser strength is 
adequate, the safety which it has enjoyed 
for. more than a century will disappear.

Mr. Blythe argues that free 
entry for Northern motor-owners would 
be unfair to those traders who live in the 
Free State and pay their duty -to the 
Free State Government. If Northern and 
Southern Ireland were as distinct as 
Germany and Belgium, or Italy and 
Austria, there might be some justification 
for this point of view; but, in the circum- 
stances, there is none. The avowed aim of 
every member of the Free State Govern: 
ment is to promote, by every possible 
means, the unity of Ireland. Consistency, 
as well as common-sense, therefore, 
demands that restrictive regulations shall 
be reduced to a minimum, and that trade 
shall be fostered, rather than discouraged, 
between the two Irish States. 


The “ America’s” Flight. 


For the third time in six weeks an 
American aeroplane has flown across the 
Atlantic Ocean,and in some ways the flight 
of Commander Byrd and his companions 
has been unique. The “America” was 
more than forty hours in the air, and kept 
in touch with the world throughout its 
‘long journey by means of its “wireless ”’ 
installation. Yet from the time when they 
left the shores of the United States the 
airmen never saw either land or sea; for 
they were flying through an impenetrable 
mist, and were forced to rely completely 
on their instruments to determine their 
position. They had passed over Brest 
en route for Paris at about eight o’clock 
on Thursday evening, but they were unable 
to locate their destination in consequence 
of the extremely bad weather. For more 
than six hours they flew aimlessly about 
Northern France trying in vain to find 
Paris, until finally their stock of petrol 
became exhausted, and they fell into the 
sea off the coast of Normandy. Luckily, 
although thgir machine was damaged, they 
found themselves only a few hundred yards 
from the shore. They landed safely in a 
collapsible boat. which they carried in their 
aeroplane, and were little the worse for 
their trying experience. Now that Atlantic 
flights have become accomplished facts, the 
Alexanders of the air probably will seek 
out new worlds to conquer; for most of 
the romance of the journey from America 
to Europe has disappeared. Nobody can 
hope to recapture the fine glamour of Colonel 
Lindbergh’s flight. His daring exploit 
remains without parellel, and, much as 
the achievements of the other successful 
voyagers are to be admired, they cannot 
be compared for sheer adventure with the 
feat of the young pilot from St. Louis. 


THINGS THAT ARE 
DIFFERENT. 


DUBLIN IMPRESSIONS OF A 


LONDON VISITOR. 


(By ‘* W. H. MS 
The first thing that strikes a visitor to 
Ireland is the easy-going nature of the 
Customs officials. To one familiar with the 
searchings of English and Continental Customs 
it is a relief to find that a smile and a 
pleasant word pave the way to a ready 
clearance, obviating all bother of search and 
fussy formality. Keys passed to the officer, 
a denial of the possession of arms or con- 
traband, and we are landed in the “Island 
of Saints.”’ 
Batches of bare-footed urchins greet the 
new arrival, and the clamour of their 
insistence to be deputed to fetch a cab from 
the ‘‘ hazard '—a new name to English ears 
for a “‘taxi rank’’—is rather bewildering. 
A drive through the usual depressing streets 
abutting on every dock-land—why is the 
visitor immediately shown the drab side of 
every city by the sea’—brings us to our 
hotel overlooking one of Dublin’s open spaces. 
Trams, with all their clangour, seem to 
surround us, pursuing in some instances back- 
street routes through roads that do not seem 
wide enough to take them. Stopping-places 
for these vehicles are the scene of general 
stoppage of following traffic. A _ stationary 
tram-car seems to involve a stream of held-up 
motors, bicycles and vans, which, to the alien 
mind, appears to complicate the problem of 
traffic congestion, ever present in every city. 
Progressing on the journey through the city, 
one is impressed by the profound respect 
aid by every citizen to his Church. 
Uniformed men salute, others doff their hats, 
in marked contrast to the disregard of/ 
“God's House’’ shown at home. To the 
casual passer-by, this devotion is very im- 
pressive. 
The stranger’s eye is caught by the grocers’ 
shops with their inscriptions ‘‘ Tea, Groceries, 
Wines, Spirits and Beer.’ Nearly ever 
pegged shop appears to have a bar attached, 
ut without any of the surroundings that 
make a bar in England a kind of social 
rendez-vous. There is none of the induce- 
ments to dally over one’s drink and while 
away a short time convivially. Women folk 
are looked at askance should they have the 
temerity to cross the threshold of the 
grocer’s-cum-publican’s shop. It is impressed 
on the visitor that “ it is not done,” so that 
one supposes there is a reason for the. 
absence of social amenities. 
Grafton street, the shopping centre of the 
city, is a fine street, spoiled only by; its 
lack of width. Cyclists encroach on. the 
insufficient thoroughfare by their habit of 
pass their machines on the curb for 
ong periods at a stretch—a matter 
that seems to call for a little stricter 
police supervision. The police are fine, 
upstanding young men,. who discharge 
their manifold duties in a wonderful fashion— 
disentangling the knots of traffic expeditiously. 
but, to London eyes, in a rural manner 
withal, — : 
Dublin seems woefully behind the times in 
some respects. One glaring example is the 
dinner-hour closing of shops, a _ restriction 
which entails much inconvenience to visitors 
and consequent loss to the shopkeeper. 
England swept away this petty war-time 
measure, although yetaining others perhaps 
more irksome. 7 
Two cities in England are renowned for the 
quantity of their cycle traffic—Peterborough 
and Bedford; but Dublin. easily surpasses 


pavé, dusty in summer and holding mud in 
ts in winter. Curiously enough, outside 
the city, where least expected, road surfaces 
are good.

HOLDERS GO DOWN. 


DUBLIN RACE WELL 


AGAINST VESTA. 


The weather did its best to make things 
dismal again at Henley, but the thrills of the 
third day’s racing of the Royal Regatta were 
sufficient to satisfy those who watched from 
punts which: were almost swamped or Ei 
patches of the tow-path buried in a sea 0 
mud. There were bright spells in the aiter- 
noon, when a wind biew. against the course, 
but in the downpour during the morning 
there were some very fast times, thanks to a 
following wind. : 

The Diamonds produced the surprise of the 
day in the defeat of J. Beresford, junior, who 
had won the trophy for the last three years, 
by '. Lee, a young Oxford University 
sculler, who was beaten in the final of the 
Oxford sculls last winter. It is Lee’s initial 
essay, but he won from an experienced sculler 
in a manner which left no doubt about his 
ability. Beresford was beaten fairly and 
squarely by a man who sculled a better race. , 
The Oxford man was clear of his opponent at 
the Barrier, and then went on to increase his 
lead all the way. ‘The champion found it 
almost impossible to steer a straight course in 
his effort to make up the leeway, and, with 
Lee sculling beautifully, only fell further 
behind, to be beaten by three lengths. 

The other semi-final of the Diamonds was, 
as a race, a complete failure. J. Wright, the 
voung Canadian, went away from D. Guye, 
the London R.C. man, who had gained such a 
decisive .win over G. E. G. Goddard in the 
first round. , 

Another surprise was in the defeat of 
Leander, who have won the Grand Challenge 
Cup for the last three years, by the Thames 
R.C. The latter crew rowed splendidly, but 
Leander, in an effort to make the pace, became 
ragged. Thames held their lead, and then, in 
front of the enclosure, went right away to 
win by three lengths in 7 mins. 6 secs., which, 
even with the following wind, is very fine 
time, when it is. considered that the record 
for the race, established nearly forty years 
ago, is only 15 seconds less. 

In to-day’s final Thames will meet their 
rivals, London R.C., to fight out an old 
‘battle once more. It is nearly forty years 
since there has been a Metropolitan final, and 
it was in 1890 that London R.C. won the 
Thames Cup. They have met three times in 
finals during the last year, twice dead-heating, 
while a fortnight ago Thames beat. London 
by three feet in the eights final. London 
beat Jesus College, Cambridge, in the sémi- 
final yesterday after a great race, in which 
they led all the way. 

In the Ladies’ Challenge Plate Third Trinity 
and First Trinity, two Cambridge eights, 
remain to fight out, the final, while Kingston 
meets Twickenham and Quintin oppose the 
second Thames crew in the semi-finals of the 
Thames Cun. Kingston’s victory: over West- 
minster Bank was one of the best successes of 
the day.
